Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the published

Chairman informed Council that the Board of Governors had 
approved the recommendation of Senate with respect to 


a. the new composition of Council 
b. the abolition of the Computer Science Committee of Senate 
c. the creation of a Computer Science sub-committee of UCCC. 


He welcomed to Council the representatives of the Computer 
Science Department. 


Chairman informed Council of the following major awards 


- a $130,900 PRAI grant awarded to Prof. S. Sankar over a 
two-year period 


- a $120,000 contract with the Canadian Post Office to Prof. 
Suen 


- a $178,000 contract with the United States Air Force to 
Prof. Gracovetsky.

Motion 4. Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of 
80-7-2 meeting No. 80-6. 

Motion 5. Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of 
80-7-3 meetings 50 and 51 of the Computer Science Committee of Senate. 


6. Composition and mandate of Standing Committees of Council 


The Secretary advised that in view of the new composition of 
Council, it was now necessary to revise the composition of its 
standing committees. He also advised that the procedure for 
handling student appeals was currently under review, and that 
Senate had in fact altered the way it was handling appeals 
made to it, in that members of the Appeals Committee were no 
longer present when their reports were debated or voted upon. 


He drew Council's attention to Docs. 80-7-1 and -2. He 

suggested that Council vote at this meeting only on the composition 
of the undergraduate and graduate studies committees, and delay 
consideration of their mandates until a more careful study of 

the handling of student requests and appeals had been carried 

out. In the meantime, the committees could continue to operate 
with their current mandates. 


Council turned its attention to the proposed composition of the 
committees. Prof. Lindsay raised the question of the position 
of the Assistant Deans on these committees. Prof. Giguere 
noted that he would prefer to be absent during this discussion, 
whereupon both Assistant Deans left. 


After considerable discussion, the following motion was 


proposed: 
Motion That the compositions of ECUSC and ECGSC be as set out in Docs. 
80-7-4 80-7-1 and 80-7-2. 
Motion Council approved a motion to amend Motion 80-8-4 by replacing 
80-7-5 the last entry in the composition of the two documents by the 
following 


"The Assistant Dean Academic Programmes who will act as 
Secretary, and who will not vote when the committee is acting 
as an Appeals Board."

Council adopted Motion 80-7-4 as amended by Motion 80-7-5. 
(8 for; 3 against) 


Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the mandate of 
80-7-6 ECGSC as set out in Doc. 80-7-2. 


The Assistant Deans rejoined the meeting.

Motion Council considered a motion to approve the composition and 
80-7-7 mandate of the Honours Committee as set out in Doc. 80-7-3. 
Motion Council adopted a motion to revise the composition of the 
80-7-8 committee, as proposed in Motion 80-7-7, by reducing the 


membership from the Department of Computer Science from 3 to 
2 and adding the Chairman of the ECUSC as an ex officio 
member.

Council approved Motion 80-7-7 as amended by Motion 80-7-8. 


(2 recorded abstentions) 


7. Graduate curriculum changes 


The Secretary drew Council's attention to Doc. 80-7-4 which 
was a listing of changes proposed by the departments/centre. 
He noted the following errors in Section 2. 


CIVI N655 - Title should read "Rock Mechanics" 
COMP N661 - Entry should be deleted 


He noted that some changes had been made to course descriptions 
where the representative of the unit sponsoring the course had 
agreed to the suggested change. The committee's own recom- 
mendations were set out in Doc. 80-7-5. He recommended to 
Council that it consider these recommendations one at a time 

as it would in this way cover the totality of the proposals 
except for the Section 1.2 of Doc. 80-7-4 which had been passed 
at the May meeting of Council. 


Recommendation 1 - After considerable discussion it was agreed 
to defer for one year consideration of 
changes to the structure of the M.Eng.(Bldg) 


programme. 
Motion Recommendation 2 - This was adopted unanimously. 
marie Recommendation 3 - This was adopted unanimously. 
tine Recommendation 4 - This was adopted with one recorded abstention 
80-7-11 with the following changes 


CIVI N654 - Title amended to "Introduction to 
Soil Dynamics"; the phrase "Forced vibration 
of elastic half spaces" removed from the des- 
cription, and prerequisite deleted. 


It was noted that ECGSC should review the courses listed under 
various topic areas so as to avoid unnecessary duplication and 
ensure a logical sequence in the material presented.

Recommendation 6 - This was adopted unanimously. 


Recommendation 7 - This was not voted upon, it being under- 


stood that the Department of Computer Science 
and the Assistant Dean would not normally 
allow independents to register in COMP N601 
and N602. 


Recommendation 8 - This was adopted unanimously. 
Recommendation 9 - This was adopted unanimously. 


Recommendation 10 - There was some discussion concerning overlap 


between MECH N631 and BLDG N672. The 
Secretary noted that the matter had been dis- 
cussed by ECGSC and noted that the reference 
to "room acoustics, noise propagation through 
building sections" had been left in by error 
and should be deleted. 


Council defeated a motion to table discussion of MECH N631 
pending further consultation betwen the units concerned. 


It was noted that considerable discussion had already taken 
place, and further discussions would occur to ensure that over- 
lap was kept to a minimum. The Chairman also advised that 
faculty should not alter the contents of courses without having 
obtained the prior approval of Council. 


There was some discussion concerning MECH N742, one member 
believing that there was overlap with at least one other course. 


Council adopted Recommendation 10. 


Recommendation 11 - This was adopted. 


Recommendation 12 - This was adopted unanimously. 


Appointment of representatives to the Computer Science 


sub-committee of UCCC 


The Secretary advised that Council should appoint four members 
to this committee, three from the Department of Computer Science 
and one from the Department of Electrical Engineering. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint these members 
as follows:

A call for nominations would be issued by the Dean. All full- 
time faculty members would be free to nominate. An election 
would then be held, Council automatically endorsing the results 
of the election.
